CHINA’S GOVERNMENT 
Ii KOK EN DOWN 
Imagine 
a 
population 
four 
tim ts as large 
as 
that 
of 
the 
United States, without a govern­ 
ment. 
That is virtually the situa­ 
tion of China today. 
Federal government in China 
has broken down. 
It am ounted 
to less and less under the Empire, 
and 
has 
almost 
reached 
the 
vanishing point in North China 
under th e 
pretended 
republic. 
South China maintains tin* s e m b ­ 
lance of a government at Canton, 
under Sun Y’at Sen. an intelligent 
conscientious gentleman, but he 
is able to do little. 
In America or Europe such a 
situation would mean temporary 
chaos, with a practical certainty 
of revolution and a long, bloody 
reign of v i o l e n c e under new lead­ 
ers. 
In China it may not mean 
that at all. 
For government, in our sense, 
has never meant a great deal in 
China. 
The Chinese people, with 
all their ability and virtues, seem 
to lack the political gift. 
They 
have a definite social organiza­ 
tion and a code of morals, handed 
down from the time of Confucius, 
which 
keeps 
people 
in the old 
paths. 
They have their set ways 
of doing business, 
and 
business 
gets along pretty w e l l , without 
the help 
of 
government. 
The 
Chinese 
somehow 
seem to need 
policing .less than the western 
peoples do. 
Bandits there are. 
and other types of parasites, hut 
they are accepted as a m atter of 
course and duly allowed for. 
Thus the current of life sweeps 
on almost regardless of who the 
ostensible rulers may ho, or what 
may In* the type of government, 
or indeed 
w hether 
government at all. 
This is something 
for an American or 
understand, yet it Is 
thus the present “chaos’’ in China 
may mean less than it appears 
to, except In so far as It affords 
a pretext for Ja pan or some of 
the western powers to intervene, 
for their own business reasons.
